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We  are  waiting  Gilad  in  our  house,  too, 
especially  as  we  sit  down  to  the  seder. 


The  air  has  been  rife  with  rumors  and  reports  of 
a  deal  for  the  imminent  release  of  Gilad  Shalit, 
the  Israeli  corporal  who  was  captured  by  tunnel¬ 
digging  terrorists  on  the  Gaza  border  last  June. 
Hoping  for  good  news,  I  delayed  and  delayed  in  writing  this 
message  because  nothing  could  be  more  fitting  to  our  cel¬ 
ebration  of  Passover  than  the  release  of 
someone  held  captive. 

Our  obligation  to  redeem  hostages 
( pidyon  sh’vuyim )  comes,  in  part,  from 
the  rabbinic  understanding  of  Deuter¬ 
onomy  15:7  and  Jeremiah  15:2,  but 
also  from  the  command  to  emulate 
God:  just  as  God  redeemed  us  from 
slavery  in  Egypt,  we,  too,  are  obligated 
to  do  whatever  we  can  to  obtain  the 
release  of  hostages.  Pidyon  Sh’vuyim 
is  considered  to  be  one  of  our  greatest 
tenets  and  among  the  most  meritorious 
acts  we  can  perform. 

On  a  very  personal  level,  my  heart 
goes  out  to  the  Shalit  family;  not  a 
day  passes  when  I  have  not  thought  of 
Gilad  and  his  plight  or  the  nightmare  that  his  parents  are  liv¬ 
ing  through.  Their  son — a  boy — is  a  few  years  younger  than 
mine,  and  I  constantly  project  the  despair  and  anguish  my 
wife  and  I  would  be  experiencing  were  we  in  their  shoes. 

So  I  have  tried  to  do  things  to  help  them — and  also  the 
families  of  Ehud  Goldwasser  and  Eldad  Regev,  who  were 
captured  by  Hizbollah  on  the  Israeli  border  with  Lebanon, 
one  month  after  Gilad.  Following  a  meeting  and  an  urgent 
plea  from  the  brothers  of  these  two  young  men,  I  sought 
advice  from  a  counter-terrorism  expert  who  had  just  stepped 
down  from  a  government  position.  He  explained  to  me  that 
because  Hamas  and  Hizbollah  are  officially  listed  as  terror¬ 
ist  organizations  by  the  United  States,  all  U.S.  citizens  are 
prohibited  from  having  any  form  of  contact  with  them.  Any 
“arrangements”  have  to  be  left  to  the  Israeli  government,  using 
back  channels  or  an  appeal  through  the  Red  Cross. 


I  signed — and  we  can  all  sign — the  petition  at 
www.freethesoldiers.org  (The  website  is  hosted  by  the  United 
Jewish  Communities/The  Federations  of  North  America). 

But  I  also  needed  to  make  a  personal  connection  to  the 
Shalit  family.  Through  Rabbi  Zvi  Berger,  the  Masorti  rabbi 
in  Kfar  Vradim,  I  made  a  reservation  to  spend  one  night  in 

the  guest  house  run  by  Aviva  and  Noam 
Shalit.  The  Shalits  are  a  typical,  secular 
Israeli  family,  but  they  came  to  Rabbi 
Berger  when  it  was  time  for  Gilad  and 
his  brother  to  celebrate  their  b’nai 
mitzvah.  Rabbi  Berger  explained  to  me 
further,  that  the  Shalit  family  is  very 
private.  (While  Noam  Shalit  has  made 
public  appearances  and  pronounce¬ 
ments,  the  spotlight  is  not  a  role  he 
relishes;  Aviva  Shalit’s  picture  had  never 
appeared  on  TV  or  in  the  Israeli  news¬ 
papers).  I  told  Zvi  Berger  that  I  was 
not  seeking  any  publicity  through  them, 
and  that  I  was  not  coming  to  them  as 
a  rabbi,  either,  but  as  a  father.  I  only 
wanted  to  try  to  reach  out  to  them  and 
to  give  them  something  more  tangible  through  my  presence. 

Not  surprisingly,  Aviva  and  Noam  Shalit  declined  my  of¬ 
fer  to  take  them  to  dinner.  Other  than  practical  instructions 
about  the  accommodations,  conversation  was  nearly  non-ex- 
tstent:  yes,  no,  thank  you,  good  night.  Clearly  this 
is  a  couple  who  are  aching  more  deeply  than  I  can  know  and 
who  have  no  wish  to  share  their  pain.  But  at  breakfast  the 
next  morning,  when  I  gave  Aviva  Shalit  “a  present  for  Gilad. . . 
for  his  room. .  .for  when  he  returns. . she  said  four  words 
that  affected  me  profoundly.  She  responded  by  telling  me, 
“Tomorrow  (January  9)  will  be  two-hundred  days,”  ( machar 
yihyeh  matayim  yamim)  and  the  tears  welled  up  in  my  eyes. 

There  is  a  banner  across  the  gate  of  the  Shalits’  village, 
Mitzpe  Hila.  It  reads  “Gilad,  we  are  waiting  for  you  at  home” 
{Gilad,  m’chakim  I’cha  babayii)-  We  are  waiting  Gilad  in  our 
house,  too,  especially  as  we  sit  down  to  the  seder. 
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Many  of  you  said  you  chose  [P.A.S.]  because 
“I  want  to  be  part  of  this  community.” 


Of  course  all  of  you  know  we  are  now  in  the 

midst  of  the  celebration  of  125th  anniversary 
of  our  Synagogue.  Throughout  my  term  as 
your  chairman,  I  have  thought  innumerable 
times  about  why  in  New  York  City,  with  so  many  choices, 
did  1,500  families  select  Park  Avenue  Synagogue?  All  of  the 
decisions  I  have  made  and  continue  to 
make  reflect  a  great  respect  and  appre¬ 
ciation  of  this  choice.  I  feel  this  is  my 
responsibility. 

At  the  beginning  of  my  term,  to  set 
the  agenda  for  my  five  years  in  office, 

I  asked  the  board  and  a  number  of  our 
constituencies  to  enumerate  why  they 
chose  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  and  what 
were  their  expectations  from  member¬ 
ship  here.  These  responses  created 
the  agenda  for  my  five  years  in  office. 

Many  of  you  said  you  chose  it  as  a 
great  place  to  educate  yourselves  and 
your  children.  This  answer  made  me 
feel  very  proud.  As  with  synagogues, 
there  are  innumerable  religious  schools 
throughout  the  city;  ours  is  one  of  the  very  few  where  the 
majority  of  classes  meet  three  times  a  week.  There  are  many 
adult  education  classes  offered  in  the  city,  yet  you  all  wanted 
to  go  to  class  here.  Others  said,  “it  is  nearby  my  home.’’  Set¬ 
ting  this  as  a  family  priority,  I  also  found  it  very  heartening. 
But  by  far,  the  majority  of  you  responded,  “I  want  to  be  a  part 
of  this  community.” 

Important  milestones  should  elicit  a  time  for  reflection. 
Celebrations  planned  for  the  year,  creating  a  congregational 


Torah,  traveling  to  Israel  and  other  very  exciting  events  mirror 
the  mission  and  values  of  our  Synagogue,  and  what  makes 
them  special  is  that  you  are  participating  in  them  with  your 
community. 

However,  during  the  next  few  weeks,  our  celebrations  and 
commemorations  focus  entirely  on  our  Synagogue  s  com¬ 
munity.  March  31st,  we  honor  all  of 
those  members  who  have  been  here  for 
25  years  or  more.  They  have  made  the 
Synagogue  what  it  is  today.  They  gave 
of  themselves  to  our  Synagogue,  they 
financially  supported  our  institution 
and  cared  about  its  future.  I  cannot 
wait  for  this  Shabbat  to  thank  them  for 
what  they  have  given  us. 

The  seders  this  year  will  also  focus 
on  community.  We  are  encouraging  all 
of  you  to  celebrate  this  most  important 
occasion  with  your  extended  family. 

My  family  will  be  there  and  we  plan  to 
use  a  special  Haggadah  created  for  this 
anniversary  year. 

And  finally  this  Yom  HaSboah  on 
Wednesday,  April  18  at  6:00  pm  we  will  honor  our  congrega¬ 
tion’s  survivors  and  our  Holocaust  Torah.  It  should  be  a  most 
special  commemoration.  Their  experiences  are  woven  into 
the  fabric  of  what  makes  our  Synagogue  what  it  is  today. 

I  look  forward  to  seeing  all  of  you  over  the  next  few  weeks 
and  beyond  and  wish  you  and  your  family  a  happy  and 
healthy  Passover.

Dr.  David  Kraemer  is  the  Joseph  J.  and  Dora  Abbell  Librarian  and  Professor 
of  Talmud  and  Rabbinics  at  The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary.

An  Intellectual  History  of  the  Babylonian  Talmud”  ( Oxford,  1 990),  “ Responses 
to  Suffering  in  Classical  Rabbinic  Literature”  (Oxford,  1995),  “Reading  the 
Rabbis:  The  Talmud  as  Literature”  ( Oxford,  1 996),  “The  Meanings  of  Death  in 
Rabbinic  Judaism”  (Routledge,  2000)  and  “Exploring  Judaism:  The  Collected 
Essays  of  David  Kraemer”  (Scholars  Press,  2000).  He  is  also  the  editor  of  “Jewish 
Family:  Metaphor  and  Memory”  ( Oxford  University  Press,  1989).  In  2002, 
his  essay  “Self  Criticism  in  Public”  was  published  in  “The  Believer:  Confront¬ 
ing  Jewish  Self  Hatred”  Dr.  Kraemer’s  new  book,  “Jewish  Eating  and  Identity 
Through  the  Ages"  dealing  with  the  evolution  of  Jewish  eating  practices  through 
the  centuries,  will  be  published  in  2007. 

Dr.  Kraemer  has  been  involved  with  the  National  Jewish  Center  for  Learning 
and  Leadership  for  many  years.  Under  their  auspices,  he  has  lectured  widely  and 
directed  a  program  for  rabbinical  students  from  the  major  movements  in  Ameri¬ 
can  Judaism.  He  also  teaches  for  the  Skirball  Center  and  Meah  and  served  as  a 
consultant  for  the  new  permanent  exhibit  at  The  Jewish  Museum. 

Dr.  Kraemer  received  his  bachelor’s  degree  fivm  Brandeis  University  and  his 
master’s  degree  and  doctorate  from  The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  he  spent  a  year  studying  at  the  Hebrew  University  in  Jerusalem.

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The  Roaring  20s: 

A  Simpler  Name  for  a  More  Complex  Congregation

In  celebrating  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue’s  125th  Anniversary  by  delving 
into  our  archives  and  other  records, 
we  noted  in  the  March  2007  Bul¬ 
letin  that  in  the  1 920s  we  were 
lucky  to  have  an  outstanding  clergy: 
Rabbi  Gabriel  Shulman  and  Cantor 
Abraham  Sukoenig;  and  a  dedicated 
membership  led  by  Jacob  Friedman, 
president  from  1917-1937.  The  con¬ 
gregation,  located  at  1 1 5  East  86th 
Street,  purchased  adjacent  buildings, 
and  dedicated  themselves  to  expand¬ 
ing  membership  and  facilities. 

In  New  York  City  by  the  1920s, 
there  was  much  growth  of  the  Upper 
East  Side  and  Yorkville.  The  elevated 
trains  extended  north  and  there 
was  more  residential  development 
accompanying  a  large  population  in¬ 
flux  into  the  area.  It  included  estab¬ 
lished  upwardly-mobile  households 
moving  “uptown”  plus  many  immi¬ 
grants,  both  Jewish  and  non-Jewish, 
continuing  to  come  from  Germany. 
In  this  environment  in  the  1920s, 
synagogues  were  competing  for 
members  by  building  new  buildings, 
and  in  a  move  toward  assimilation, 
they  were  sometimes  simplifying 
their  names. 

The  story  of  our  name  change 
from  Agudat  Yesharim  to  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  is  contained  in 
a  copy  of  the  petition  to  the  court 
dated  January  22,  1923,  signed  of 
course,  by  Jacob  Friedman,  Presi¬ 
dent.  The  resolution  was  approved 
on  December  10,  1922  at  a  Syna¬ 


gogue  Board  meeting,  and  ratified 
by  the  congregation  at  the  annual 
congregational  meeting  on  Decem¬ 
ber  21,  1922.  (At  that  time  annual 
meetings  were  held  at  the  end  of  the 
secular  calendar  year.)  The  peti¬ 
tion  stated  that  “by  the  1920s,  the 
membership  shifted  from  primarily 
Orthodox  to  primarily  Reform  Jews, 
and  to  a  good  many  of  the  congre-

gation,  the  meaning  of  the  Hebrew 
words  1 Agudat  Yesharim  is  unknown. 
Many  of  the  present  members  of 
the  congregation  find  it  difficult  to 
remember  the  name,  and  whenever 
the  name  is  used,  it  is  often  mis¬ 
represented  and  misspelled.”  Also, 
except  for  official  business,  the  name 
Agudat  Yesharim  was  seldom  used. 
Members  of  the  congregation  usually 
refer  to  the  ‘Temple  on  86th  Street 
and  Park  Avenue.’” 

Jacob  Friedman’s  annual  report  to 


the  congregation  for  the  year  1924 
gives  us  a  good  look  at  synagogue 
life  at  the  time.  First  and  foremost, 
Mr.  Friedman  relates,  “comparing 
the  past  with  the  present,  the  spirit 
of  our  institution  has  proven  to  be 
a  valuable  asset  reflected  not  only 
by  our  financial  standing,  but  by 
our  growth  in  membership,”  which 
reached  200  in  1924.  Our  “‘divine 
services’  have  a  greater  attendance, 
and  the  spirit  of  service  is  felt  in  our 
entire  community.  Cooperation  has 
been  the  key-note  of  our  success.” 

He  praises  the  Board,  noting  excel¬ 
lent  financial  management  and  reor¬ 
ganization  of  the  cemetery  records. 
He  then  commends  the  officers  of 
the  various  “branches”  (arms)  of  the 
Synagogue. 

The  March  2007  Bulletin  related, 
from  Jacob  Friedman’s  annual  report, 
the  founding  of  the  Men’s  Club  in 

1923  with  a  challenge  for  it  to  be 
as  involved  in  Synagogue  life  as  was 
the  Sisterhood.  The  Sisterhood  is  the 
oldest  “branch”  or  “arm”  of  the  Syna¬ 
gogue.  They  had  yearly  fundraisers 
(at  that  time  bazaars),  and  provided 
organizational  support  for  Religious 
School  holiday  celebrations.  They 
held  purely  social  events,  like  card 
parties,  and  sponsored  Tikkun  Olam 
efforts  of  the  congregation,  sending 
the  proceeds  of  a  concert  held  in 

1924  to  Germany  for  the  benefit  of 
Jewish  elderly  and  orphans. 

A  School  Board,  Superintendent, 
Principal  and  nine  teachers  governed 
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the  Religious  School.  Enrollment  in 
1924  was  190  children.  There  was 
a  Post-Graduate  Club,  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  School  Board,  but 
with  a  government  and  curriculum 
of  its  own.  According  to  Mr.  Fried¬ 
man,  a  new  outcome  of  this  class  “is 
an  organization  known  as  the  ‘Junior 
League  ”  consisting  of  “graduated 
and  confirmed  children  who  will  be 
the  coming  ‘Young  Folks  Society’ 
of  the  Synagogue.  ”  Mr.  Friedman 
proudly  emphasizes  that  “for  the 
first  time  in  our  Synagogue  we  have 
a  Young  Folks  Society  grown  on  our 
religious  soil,  “  with  the  promise  of 
continuity  for  the  institution. 

In  Jacob  Friedman’s  annual  report 
to  the  Board  and  members  of  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  of  December, 
1925,  he  dispensed  with  the  usual 
review  of  the  year  to  focus  on  the 
upcoming  “very  eventful  year,  with 
lots  of  work  ahead  of  us,  work  that 
should  be  a  source  of  happiness  for  it 
is  the  kind  of  service  that  will  make 
every  member  of  the  Synagogue 
proud  to  labor  under,  the  writing  of 
your  names  in  big  letters  on  tablets 
of  eternity.” 

Mr.  Friedman  reviewed  the  events 
leading  to  this  momentous  occur¬ 
rence  in  the  history  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  “Seven  years  ago  this 
congregation  consisted  of  35  mem¬ 
bers.  The  increase  (in  membership) 

I  leave  you  to  judge.  Was  it  the 
idea  that  we  were  paving  the  way 
toward  progress,  that  we  were  one 


of  the  best  organized  Synagogues 
in  Yorkville,  that  this  organization 
has  never  known  the  word  failure? 
When  in  1921,  the  purchase  of  the 
three  buildings  adjoining  our  Syna¬ 
gogue  was  made,  I  said  that  I  real¬ 
ized  the  responsibility,  and  regardless 
of  severe  criticism,  I  was  willing  to 
shoulder  the  responsibility.  There 
was  interest  on  a  $100,000  proposi-

tion  (mortgage),  a  $40,000  mortgage 
on  the  original  Synagogue  building, 
and  a  yearly  operating  loss  on  the 
new  buildings.” 

Mr.  Friedman  continues  “with 
the  coming  of  1925,  our  present 
Synagogue  and  buildings  were  sold 
for  $400,000,  netting  us  a  profit  of 
about  $240,000.  It  was  then  time  to 
look  for  other  quarters.  We  finally 
purchased  on  87th  Street  a  plot 
82’xl00’  for  the  sum  of  $195,000. 
$85,000  was  paid,  leaving  a  balance 


of  $1 10,000  to  be  paid.  A  Building 
Committee  was  then  appointed,  of 
which  Mr.  Arthur  Ochs  was  selected 
Chairman.  This  Committee  has 
devoted  every  moment  of  spare  time 
to  the  work  assigned  to  them.  Our 
entire  Board  of  Trustees,  every  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  different  organizations  of 
the  Synagogue,  has  given  1 00%  of 
themselves  in  this  work.  They  were 
inspired  in  one  common  cause,  the 
building  of  our  new  Synagogue.” 

“Finally,  Messrs.  Deutsch  and  Sch¬ 
neider  were  selected  as  the  architects 
for  our  new  Synagogue  building. 
Plans  and  specifications  have  already 
been  drawn  up  for  adoption,  and  I 
would  like  to  have  the  plans  adopted 
in  full,  for  I  know  we  are  going  to 
have  a  beautiful  Synagogue.  ‘Dress 
well,  and  look  well’  is  the  slogan 
of  the  day.  We  are  entering  one  of 
the  choicest  neighborhoods  of  the 
City,  and  we  will  be  able  to  give 
people  a  home  that  will  breathe  an 
atmosphere  of  quiet,  of  refinement, 
of  democracy.  The  plans  as  drawn 
by  the  architects  figure  a  little  more 
than  we  anticipated  spending,  but  I 
am  unable  at  this  time  to  give  you  a 
detailed  figure.”  The  new  building 
was  constructed  by  Lustbader  Con¬ 
struction  Company.

For  the  past  two  years,  our  Education  Director  Ron  Koas  has  been  a  participant 
in  the  Leadership  Institute  for  Congregational  School  Principals.  This  institute 
provides  intensive  professional  development  training  to  educators  in  leadership 
positions  in  congregational  schools  based  on  the  three  pillars  of  leadership, 
pedagogy,  and  Judaica.  Fully  funded  through  UJA-Federation  of  New  York  and 
administered  by  Hebrew  Flnion  College/Jewish  Institute  of  Religion  and  the  Jewish 
Theological  Seminary,  40  educators  and  12  mentors  have  completed  this  process 
that  began  in  July  2005.  Over  the  two-year  period,  educators  participated  in  two 
intensive  summer  seminars,  eight  one  and  two-day  symposia,  an  Israel  seminar, 
mentoring  relationships,  and  the  creation  of  an  individualized  learning  project  and 
an  action  research  project  for  their  schools.

A  siyyum  reception  will  be  held  on  Sunday,  April  29th 
at  the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  where  each  participant  will  be  honored  and 
commended  for  their  participation  and  the  excitement  that  they  have  brought  back 
to  their  congregation  after  each  symposium  and  seminar.

B'nai  Mitzvah  Program 

Ron  Koas,  Education  Director 

Recently  we  held  our  fourth  B’nai  Mitzvah  Program  for  the  year.  A 
bar/bat  mitzvah  is  an  exciting  time  when  great  things  are  happen¬ 
ing — learning  a  Torah  portion,  planning  a  celebration,  friends  and 
fun.  But  we  can’t  forget  the  “mitzvah’’  in  bat/bat  mitzvah!  The  focus  of 
our  program  this  time  was  on  mitzvot. 

First,  Leslie  Pappas  from  the  UJA  Federation  spoke  with  our  own  Sam  Silverman 
about  the  “Give  a  Mitzvah  -  Do  a  Mitzvah”  program.  This  program  is  a  great  way 
for  a  bat/bat  mitzvah  to  jump-start  his/her  life  as  an  adult  in  the  Jewish  community. 
It  is  a  program  in  which  youngsters  contribute  their  time  and  energy  to  support 
a  program  they  are  passionate  about.  In  the  past,  children  have  helped  to  create 
a  library  for  learning-disabled  children,  deliver  food  to  the  needy,  provide  soccer 
fields  for  kids  in  Israel,  and  more.  B’nai  mitzvah  can  give  a  portion  of  their  gifts,  ask 
their  friends  and  family  to  make  donations  in  their  honor,  or  thank  guests  with  a 
special  contribution  in  their  name.  The  “Give  a  Mitzvah-Do  a  Mitzvah”  program  is 
about  matching  one’s  passions  with  people  who  need  a  helping  hand,  both  here  and 
in  Israel. 

Our  second  guest  was  David  Lissy  from  the  Masorti  Movement.  He  spoke 
about  the  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  for  the  Special  Child  program.  Since  1995,  the  Masorti 
Movement  has  been  running  Israel’s  only  national  bar/bat  mitzvah  program  that 
reaches  out  systematically  to  children  with  special  needs  in  Israeli  schools.  Origi¬ 
nally  starting  in  one  school,  today  the  program  operates  in  forty  schools,  hospitals 
and  institutions  throughout  Israel  and  educates  some  300  children  a  year.  The 
Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  for  the  Special  Child  program  works  with  youth  with  special  needs 
who  would  not  otherwise  benefit  from  Jewish  enrichment  classes,  and  provides 
an  opportunity  for  them  to  be  called  up  to  the  Torah  and  experience  the  Jewish 
milestone  of  bar/bat  mitzvah.  Participants  include  children  with  a  variety  of  special 
needs,  and  no  one  is  turned  away  on  the  basis  of  the  severity  of  his  or  her  disability. 
The  program  attempts  to  re-enter  these  children  into  society  as  “whole  people  with 
varying  differences,”  providing  both  children  and  families  with  the  pride  and  joy  ol 
accomplishment. 

May  our  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  youngsters  always  be  a  source  of  pride  and  mitzvot!
